tory is the case of Israel and their Messiah. 

For centuries the people looked for Him, a Re- 
deemer who would ascend the throne of David and 
take away all their troubles. Israel prayed and wept 
and yearned for their Messiah, yet when He came the 
people were not ready for Him. 

They waited, but the years took away their eager 
expectancy. 

They waited, but His coming caught them unpre- 
pared for Him. 

They waited, but when He came they were more 
distressed than delighted at His coming. 

In Jewish legend there are stories in which even 
the children went to sleep in the camps of Israel 
searching the skies in the hope that they would see 
the Messiah come. The prophets spoke of Him and 
the people dreamed of Him. He would be mighty and 
good and wise, and all the world would know that Is- 
rael had her king. Sholem Asch and other Jewish 
writers have told us how the dream for their Messiah 
took hold of the people, possessed them until it be- 
came their obsession. 

Then the period of eager expectancy passed into a 
period of wonder, of doubt, of unconcern. 

Eventually an Idumean, not even of the Jewish race, 
usurped the throne of David and sat upon the royal 
throne in Jerusalem. History knows him as Herod the 
Great. Through enticing programs and material 
achievements, Herod was able to win the hearts of 
most of Israel; they particularly loved him when he 
rebuilt their Temple for them. The nation forgot much 
of their suffering, and dreams of Messiah died. 


When finally He came, Israel did not rush to see 
their Redeemer. There was no jubilation, no glad- 
some songs, no hosannas bursting from the lips of the 
people. Some came, such as the shepherds of Judea 
and the Wise Men of the East. Some believed and re- 
joiced, such as Simeon and Anna, aged and waiting 
in Jerusalem. The masses, however, had forgotten. 
They no longer looked or really cared for the Messiah. 

For long years they had waited, they had hoped, 
they had prayed, they had pined for Him; but when 
He came the land had fallen into sleep, the stupor of 
indifference and satisfaction. 

One glorious thing about all the prophecies of the 
coming of Christ is that they looked more to His 
second advent than to His first. One hundred and 


O NE OF THE GREATEST ironies of human his- 


ninety-eight times the Old Testament prophets spoke 
directly about His coming; three hundred and thirty- 
three times they made allusion to it. That was enough 
to make Israel eager and expectant. Consider, how- 
ever, that there are eight times more prophecies 
about His second coming than there were about His 
first. He is yet to come in all the glory that the 
prophets of Israel foresaw, 

His Word is true: He will come again. 

Now we, like Israel, have waited and longed and 
yearned for His coming. But what have the years 
done and what are they doing to us and our expecta- 
tion of His return? Have we allowed the passing of 
time to dull our anticipation of His return? Have we 
become heavy-eyed and fat, indifferent toward His 
coming again? 

Impoverished and despised, Israel longed for His 
coming. Settled and content, they tended to forget. 
Prosperity and success can become a gigantic curse to 
us if we allow them to rob us of our eagerness for 
His return. 

How does the thought of His coming affect you? 
Does it still fill you with eagerness or does it now 
smite you with dread? Does it give you fear or does 
it give you comfort? If the decision were left to you, 
would you hasten His return or would you have Him 
tarry still longer? 

It is easy for men to become old and fat in heart, 
filled with such good things that they no longer wish 
Him to return. It is one thing to say vain words in a 
testimony meeting that we expect Him to return, and 
quite another thing really to want Him, expect Him, 
yearn for Him. People would think us backslidden if 
we did not at least say we look for His return, but 
our hearts must feel it and our lives must show it. 

It is possible that this generation will have waited 
through the years and now will be complacent when 
He comes. The five foolish virgins waited for the 
Bridegroom and expected Him long into the night; 
yet when He came their readiness had dissipated 
through neglect and their joy was turned to fear 
and sorrow. 

Though we have waited, we must even now make 
sure that we are ready to meet Him when He comes.

HE URGE TO exchange gifts 

} at the drop of a hat—or a 

hint—may be a rosy dream 

realized by merchants, but it can 

become a nightmare to budget- 
minded families. 

Dynamic advertising promoters 
have exploited this giving grace to 
the utmost. Manufacturers often 
begin planning next year’s Christ- 
mas sales as soon as the holidays 
are over. Stores usually begin to 
attract Christmas shoppers in late 
October. Windows and showcases 
are decorated for the holidays. In 
most department stores children 
can tell Santa Claus what they 
want for Christmas. They wait in 
long lines in order to climb upon 
the sparkling throne where Santa 
sits in his red and white suit. The 
whole area looks like a fairyland, 
with huge, colorful displays of the 
latest toys to give boys and girls 
more ideas. 

Merchants sell more of almost 
every kind of product during the 
Christmas season than at any other 
time of the year. Stores in Chris- 
tian America depend upon Christ- 
mas shoppers for one-fourth of the 
sales they make during the entire 
year. 

Christmas Club Savings plans are 
provided to distribute the financial

burden of gift buying over the year. 

For many years people observed 
Christmas as a religious festival 
only, but gradually they have 
adopted more and more customs 
unrelated to the Church. Its im- 
portance as a Holy Day is over- 
shadowed by a pagan custom that 
is growing to be traditional—to give 
until it hurts. It is pagan because 
it is inspired by the selfishness of 
getting and the enforced task of 
giving. 

As you stare in dismay at your 
ever-lengthening gift list and with 
financial agony set a certain 
amount that you will spend know- 
ing full well that it will not be 
enough, then calculate the length 
of time it will take to pay the 
bills, can you thrill with the spirit- 
ual ecstasy that should be the very 
essence of the celebration of Christ’s 
birth? 

Christmas should be kept—not 
spent. 

The principle of giving is grand, 
and there is an undeniable pleasure 
in being able to give. The excessive 
commercialism, however, has swal- 
lowed up the really fine part of 
the idea and has left only the hol- 
low shell of duty giving, with cost 
as the main consideration. 

The custom of giving or ex- 











changing Christmas gifts began in 
memory of the gifts that the shep- 
herds and the wise men brought 
to the Christ child. Then in some 
countries children were led to be- 
lieve that their gifts came from St. 
Nicholas. In other countries the 
children believed that the wise men 
or the Christ child brought their 
gifts. In America the most joyous 
gift-giving symbol is Santa Claus. 
His cheerful face and twinkling 
eyes more often set the mood for 
Christmas celebration than do the 
divine countenance and compas- 
sionate look of the Christ child. 

We must realize that the money 
spent is not nearly so important 
as the prompting urge that in- 
spired the desire to give. Consider 
not the gift of the lover, but the 
love of the giver. 

Sometimes it takes a child to 
make adults see the truth. A four- 
year-old caused me to review this 
truth with you at this time. Her 
mother had declined an opportun- 
ity to help older brother’s scout 
troop because she “had so much 
to do between now and Christ- 
mas,” and “It’s getting so I dread 
it more and more every year.” The 
four-year-old asked thoughtfully, 
“Do you dread having my birthday 
party, too, Mama?” Then she in- 























quired, “If Christmas is Jesus’ 
birthday, why don’t we invite Him 
to His own birthday party?” Now 
this family manages to eliminate 
those things which are un-Christ- 
like and to substitute in their place 
things which help to celebrate His 


birth properly. Think on these» 


things: 

Christmas cards that remind re- 
cipients of the birth of Jesus are 
further enhanced by a personal 
written message of friendship or 
appreciation. 

A manger scene seems more fit- 
ting than a fat, plastic Santa with 
his prancing reindeer and the gay 
figures of the Seven Dwarfs which 
usually decorate a lawn. 

In place of returning gift for 
gift, which will cause your gift list 
to grow out of reason, why not 
simply write each of these friends 
a note, explaining that your gift 
list has gotten out of hand and 
that you are “trimming it down 
to the bone.” A note of friendship 
will be appreciated and will relieve 
the strain on your friends of feel- 
ing obligated to return a gift to 
you. 

What about those who do present 
you with an unexpected gift? Don’t 
do the usual—rush upstairs to 
wrap a last-minute present for the 
giver! Be honest and accept the 
gift graciously, making no attempt 
to return one. The giver must have 
wanted to give the gift, possibly 
to say, “Thank you,” for some 
kindness you had shown. Don’t 
spoil his pleasure by becoming 
flustered and apologizing because 
you have nothing to give in re- 
turn. 

Give Christmas Eve real signi- 
ficance by attending church as a 
family group. Then encourage the 
entire family to spend a quiet 
evening watching a Christmas 
story on television, reading the Bi- 
ble story of Jesus’ birth, or pre- 
senting gifts to a needy family. 
Be ready to answer affirmatively 
the questions, “Did our home re- 
flect a truly Christian atmosphere 
during the Christmas holidays?” 
And, “Could we have welcomed Je- 
sus into our home proudly as we 
celebrated the day of His birth?”

JOYFUL NEWS FROM BETHLEHE 


RDINARILY ONE expects 

() momentous news to origi- 

nate in the great capitals 
of the world. News of world-shak- 
ing consequences usually originates 
in these great metropolitan centers. 
Contrary, however, to all estab- 
lished precedents, good news em- 
anated from the little town of 
Bethlehem. 

This news event was foretold 
hundreds of years before it actual- 
ly took place. The prophet Micah 
declared, “But thou, Bethlehem 
Ephratah, though thou be little 
among the thousands of Judah, yet 
out of thee shall he come forth 
unto me that is to be ruler in 
Israel; whose goings forth have 
been from of old, from everlast- 
ing,” Micah 5:2. This news prophet- 
ically told actually occurred. Luke 
2:8-20 gives the account of the 
happenings that noteworthy night. 
Matthew declares, “Now the birth 
of Jesus Christ was on _ this 
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wise ...,” Matthew 1:18. 

Bethlehem, the house of bread, 
the town too little to be classed 
among the thousands of Judah, 
suddenly became the center upon 
which the eyes of all the world 
should have been focused. The city 
was crowded. Every room in town 
was taken. Many were on their 
way to their own city to be taxed 
as a result of the decree of the 
governor. Travellers were every- 
where; the place was crowded; the 
streets were full. For shelter, a 
man and his wife made use of a 
stable. Out of the darkness of night 
a light with startling sudden- 
ness began shining; it was the star 
of the East. Almost simultaneously 
with the shining of the star came 
the earth-shaking announcement 
that Jesus, the Saviour of the 
world, was born in Bethlehem of 
Judea. 

This joyful news that resounded 
on the hills of Bethlehem that

night was the joyful news that God 
loved sinful men. Here was God’s 
love manifested for us that we may 
be brought to Him.

Here indeed was a newsworthy 
item. God loves even me. 

Still another factor of this joy- 
ous news that came from Bethle- 
hem is the fact that God appointed 
His Son, Jesus Christ, to be the 
mediator between a lost and ruined 
human race and God, the heaven- 
ly Father. Job many years ago cried 
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out in his despair, “Oh that I knew 
where I might find him! that I 
might come even to his seat! I 
would order my cause before him, 
and fill my mouth with arguments,” 
Job 23:3, 4. Hundreds of years be- 
fore this joyous news boomed out 
this man was desperately searching 
for this news. Despairing of hope, 
he cried out, “Neither is there any 
daysman betwixt us, that might 
lay his hand upon us both,” Job 
9:33. What despair must have 
filled Job’s heart when he felt that 
there was no one that could under- 
stand his case and lay it before Al- 
mighty God. The good news which 
was heralded that day was, “A Sav- 
iour is born.” Despair has vanished. 
There is Someone who can “lay 
His hand upon us both.” There is 
Someone who can order our cause 
before the Lord. We can find Him. 
Paul cried out, “For there is one

No won- 
der we sing with joy, “I’m a child 
of the King.” For hope was brought 
when the good news rang out that 
night. We are born into the royal 
family of God, heirs with Jesus 
Christ, joint heirs with Him. Christ 
is now our Elder Brother. From 
lowly status to kingly honor He 
came. John the Revelator wrote, 
“Unto him that loved us, and 
washed us from our sins in his 
own blood, And hath made us kings

ion for ever and ever,” Revelation 
1:5, 6. 

There is a vast difference be- 
tween the news that rang out on 
Judean hills that night in the long 
ago and the news of today.

This news is still as fresh, 
invigorating and life-giving as it 
was the night it was first sounded.

T WAS IN the days of July, 
g 1959, that I visited different 

churches in Switzerland. As I 
came in contact with the different 
church leaders, especially of the 
Pentecostal realm, I became heavily 
burdened for this fair and beautiful 
country. 


I saw an open door in the great 
town of Schaffhausen. I held the 
first revival in August, 1959. The 
Lord was in every message and 
a real foundation was laid to build 
the Church of God in that town. 


After this revival Brother Reichen- 
bach, a fine young pastor and citi- 
zen of Switzerland who was al- 
ready a member of the Church of 
God in Germany, took the pastor- 
ate. In February, 1960, the Lord 
laid it on my heart to organize 
the church. Thirty members came 
in on that beautiful Sunday morn- 
ing. 

There are other towns and cities 
in Switzerland that cry, “Come 
over and help us.” Pray for this 
needy land that the Lord of har- 
vest will help us to fill the need. 


DID YOU KNOW... 


THAT HAITI IS 10,700 miles 
square, and ranks 85th in size in 
countries of the world, The popula- 
tion is 3,403,000, and there are 318 
people per square mile. Only 12 per 
cent live in the cities. Although she 
ranks 67th in world population, 
Haiti is 14th in density, or people 
per square mile. The capital is 
Port-au-Prince with a population 
of 200,000; it is situated 1,450 miles 
from Washington, D. C. The chief 
language of the Haitians is French, 
and their main religion is Roman 
Catholicism. The country has a 
democratic form of government 
and it entered the United Nations 
in 1945. The average annual out- 
put value per person is $72 as 
compared with $2,570 in the United 
States. Leading products are cof- 
fee, sugar, sisal, cacao and ba- 
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nanas. Haiti sends 33 per cent of 
her trade to the U.S. and of the 
trade received from other countries 
she receives 62 per cent of it from 
the U.S. There are 586 people per 
car, 909 per telephone and 68 per 
radio. Eighty-five per cent of the 
people are illiterate, and the aver- 
age life span is 33 years. 

In Haiti the Church of God has 
164 churches and 153 ministers and 
workers. 


DID YOU KNOW that the Church 
of God began its missions program 
there in 1959? You can support 
a native minister for $10 a month 
because the exchange of currency 
is $12,500 for one American dollar.

A FEW MONTHS ago we 
sent money for the erection of a 
memorial church in the Philippine 
Islands. When the report of this 
was printed in the Evangel, we re- 
quested prayer that God would help 
us to build an annex on our own 
building in Pittsburg. He has grant- 
ed that request and we now have 
the needed enlargement of our 
building. 

In addition to our enlargement 
in the homeland, we have now sent 
$300 to the Missions Department 
for still another work in the Philip- 
pine Islands. This missions money 
is in addition to our requirements 
for the district and state conven- 
tion offerings. 


DID YOU KNOW... 


T HAT THE Philippine 
Islands rank 40th in size in na- 
tions of the world and have a 
square mileage of 115,700, with 
population rank of 18 in the 
world (23,122,000 inhabitants). The 
capital is Manila, but the govern- 
ment plans eventually to move it 
to Quezon City. The country won 
independence from the United 
States in 1946 and entered the 
United Nations in 1945. Manila is 
8,560 miles from Washington, D. C. 
Chief languages spoken are English 
and Tagalog. The main religion is 
Roman Catholicism. The chief 
products are rice, abaca, coconuts, 
sugar, lumber and gold. Fifty-four 
per cent of the export trade goes 
to the United States and 59 per 
cent of the imports are received 
from the U.S. There are 368 people 
per automobile, 312 per telephone 
and 45 per radio. Illiteracy rate 
is 35 per cent and the average life 
span is estimated at 35 years. 
There are 1,849 Church of God 
members in the Philippines, 61 
churches and 177 ministers. Two 
Bible schools are our greatest as- 
set in the cause of evangelism.

Statement by Dr. George L. 
Ford, Executive Director 


While the margin of victory was 
very narrow in the popular vote, 
Senator John F. Kennedy has 
been elected. On January 20 he be- 
comes the President of all Ameri- 
cans. We must give him our loyalty 
and support for we must have a 
united country under our chosen 
leader. 

However, this does not absolve 
us of the duty of responsible criti- 
cism. We must continue to be alert 
to any tendencies toward the 
breakdown of separation of church 
and state and ready to express our 


views to both the President and - 


Congress. 


The closeness of the election will 
undoubtedly be a real safeguard 
in respect to church-state separa- 
tion. The Roman Catholic’ Church 
having scored its greatest public 
relations victory of this generation 
is not likely to risk that advantage 
by pushing too hard or too openly 
for special considerations in light 
of the narrow margin. Mr. Kennedy 
is likely to be very cautious since 
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his entire legislative program will 
be dependent upon maintaining or 
increasing that margin of popular 
support. Since the margin is so 
thin, the members of Congress, 
most of whom must run for re- 
election in two years, will hardly 
dare risk their political life on any 
divisive issue such as favoritism to 
one church. 

This does not mean there are 
not dangers. Every American 
should be watchfully concerned 
and should express his convictions 
to the President and to his Senators 
and Congressman. The National 
Association of Evangelicals will 
continue to watch for any efforts 
to use the government for sectarian 
advantage and inform its constit- 
uency in order that individual ex- 
pression may be forthcoming at 
the proper time. 

It is important that we follow 
the admonition of the Apostle Paul 
that “supplications, prayers, inter- 
cessions, and giving of thanks, be 
made for all men; For kings, and 
for all that are in authority; that 
we may lead a quiet and peaceable 
life in all godliness and honesty” 
(1 Timothy 2:1, 2). (E.P.) 


Election Aftermath: “How 
Much Religion?” 


The election was over, the ballots 
were counted—and now the politi- 
cal analysts (both professional and 
amateur) went to work. 

One question was under parti- 
cular scrutiny: How much did 
President-elect Kennedy’s religion 
have to do with his election? 

Time, in its “Election Extra,” had 
this to say: In Election Year 1960 
the great imponderable was the 
issue of religion. For months to 
come the pundits and statisticians 
will still be analyzing the effects 
of that issue. But in its general 
outlines the answer was clear. 
Democrat Kennedy’s Catholicism 
was certainly a factor in his favor 
in the big cities where Catholics 
are most heavily concentrated, 
though the Catholic vote was not 
so monolithic as the Kennedys had 
hoped; that is, in Wisconsin’s tra- 
ditionally Republican but heavily 
Catholic Fox River Valley, the 
tendency was more toward party 
than faith. At the same time an- 
ti-Catholic vote may well have 
been decisive against Kennedy in 
such states as Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Oklahoma and Oregon. But in 
many Protestant areas—both North 
and South—Kennedy’s Catholicism 
seems not to have worked against 
him. Kennedy, as New York Times’ 
James Reston aptly put it, ‘“ap- 
— to the loyalty of the Catho- 
ics and the conscience of the 
Protestants.” (E.P.)
